(U.S. Patent 6,199,126) and Henket et 
al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,892,292), has not taught or render obvious the claimed feature of a plurality of 
compressed code format types having respective lengths as recited in independent claims 1 and 10 in 
combination with all other features of the respective independent claim. 

2. Claims 2-9 depend from claim 1 and are considered allowable for at least the reasons given 
above with respect to claim 1 .
